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THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Hopkinton, in the County 
of Merrimack, in said state, qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said Hopkinton, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the repair of highways and bridges, in addition 
to the sum required by law, and appropriate the same. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the Hopkinton Free Public 
Library, and appropriate the same. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for Memorial Day, and appropriate the same. 

6. To hear and act upon the reports of town officers, 
library trustees and committees. 

7. To see if the town will vote to accept the conditions 
of the act of Legislature passed in 1905 to wit: An act to 
provide for state aid, and for the expenditure of other 
public money, in the permanent improvement of main 
highways throughout the state. 

8. To see if the town will vote to allow two per cent. 
discount on all taxes paid on or before July 1, 1910. 
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9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the celebration of Old Home 
Week. 

10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to purchase a piece of land near Hopkinton Village, 
for a public dumping place, and to raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 

11. To see if the town will vote to allow the selectmen 
to sell the set of law reports owned by the town. 

12. To hear and transact any other business that may 
properly come before this meeting.

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Zo the School Committee, Hopkinton, N. H. : 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor herewith to present my 
first annual report as superintendent of your schools. Hav- 
ing ‘undertaken the work last fall and serving only a portion 
of the year thus far, I may not be expected to render so 
full and complete a report as if my service had been of 
longer duration. 

As my work covers so wide a district much time was 
necessarily consumed in finding the schools and ascertain- 
ing general purport of the school system, method in use, 
general trend of the course of study and wherein teachers 
needed assistance and counsel. 

I wish to say here that I found the schools generally in 
regard to methods, text-books employed, general trend of 
course of study and attitude of teachers to their work in a 
better condition than I expected, and for this credit must 
be given to my predecessor, Mr. MacDougall, not forgetting 
that these conditions were made possible by the work of 
the School Committee and the attitude towards and interest 
in the schools by parents, taxpayers and public generally. 

In the High School I found teachers of experience and 
the school well organized and the work running smoothly. 

In the Contoocook Grammar and Primary were teachers 
new to the positions, but teachers of training and some ex- 
perience. Very shortly after the beginning of the term the 
primary teacher had a call to the Concord schools and after 
employing a substitute teacher for a few weeks the present 
teacher was secured and the work is now going well. 

In the Hopkinton Grammar the teacher of previous suc- 
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cessful experience is still carrying on the work energetically 
and satisfactorily. ‘The teacher in the Hopkinton Primary 
suffered ill health during the fall term and at the end of 
that term resigned and a new teacher had to be engaged 
there. 

West Hopkinton is one of the most difficult problems we 
have, not because of any indifference on the part of pupils 
or parents, but because of the number of pupils and num- 
ber of grades, making so many classes and recitations that 
full justice cannot be done to all pupils, as can be done 
where the number of classes are less. The present teacher 
has three years’ experience in this same school, enjoys the 
confidence and respect of her pupils and is faithful in her 
work. 

At Stumpfield and at Farrington’s Corner the fall term 
began with new and inexperienced teachers in charge. 
Your superintendent did all in his power to help make this 
work a success. Any class will suffer at first in the hands 
of an inexperienced teacher. Occasionally a young teacher 
has sense enough to recognize the fact that she is a misfit. 

At the beginning of the winter term a teacher of success- 
ful experience was placed in charge at Farrington’s Corner, 
and the work of that term showed marked improvement. 
A new teacher must be secured for the spring term of the 
Stumpfield school. 

At the beginning of the winter term a small school was 
opened at Blackwater with an experienced teacher in charge. 

In taking up the work I was pleased to find that a 
music teacher made weekly visits to the Contoocook and 
Center schools. Instruction in music is important in 
schools. Its influence is far reaching and ever widening, 
and contributes much towards making life worth living. 

The musical sense should begin to be cultivated in 
childhood. When children who are now in _ primary 
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grades come up through the high school and their musi- 
cal training kept up, there should be good singing in the 
high school, which will tend to increase congregational. 
singing in the churches and give an uplift to the com- 
munity. 

Although it has not been found expedient to have the 
music teacher visit all the schools in the town, elementary 
music books have been furnished to all the schools, and 
something has been attempted in this work by the regular 
teachers. 

Many essays have been written by able men upon edu- 
cation and what it should aim to accomplish, and the usual 
conclusion arrived at is that education should enable the 
man to make the most of himself, and this is accomplished 
by fitting him to his environments. Formerly mental 
training seemed to be the end in view, and for this pur- 
pose, studies were more often selected without regard to 
the practical value of the information side. Now it is gen- 
erally conceded that studies that have a practical value in 
themselves have as great value for the mental training. 

At the present time agriculture is receiving a great deal 
of attention by scientific men and is becoming a science. 
As a science its study affords a mental training, and for its 
practical value I cannot see anything that may be put in a 
course of study that can be of more value to boy or girl, 
whether they are to live in country, hamlet or city. 

- Some valuable books are now on the market by publish- 
ers that could be used to good advantage, I believe, and 
I recommend that our schools make a beginning in this 
work. 

I have not attempted to make any radical changes in 
the general policy of the school work, but rather have 
aimed to intensify the work as I found it, to encour-

I have found teachers eager to receive suggestions and 
ready to profit by them. The cooperation of school com- 
mittee with teachers and superintendent is very gratifying.
